mulls merger 
Feasibility study is planned

ontra Costa County’s two water 

districts have taken a study of 

their possible merger out of the 
hands of the Board of Supervisors, 
ending a brewing controversy over 
whether the board could conduct the 
study impartially. 

In their first joint meeting, seven 
East Bay Municipal Utility District 
directors and their five counterparts 
from Contra Costa Water District 
agreed last week that a feasibility 
study on the merger should be over- 
seen by each board as a whole. 


The decision follows last month’s 
move by the Board of Supervisors to 
look into conducting such an analy- 
sis. 

“The more that individual direc- 
tors are able to participate in the 
study,” said West County EBMUD 
Director Jack Hill, “the better repre- 
sentation our constituents will have. 
We got better representation to- 
night.” 

Hill opposed the supervisors’ origi- 
nal plan to conduct the study, saying 
it could weight the project in favor of

Hearing set on 
Colusa project 
Builder modified plan

ENSINGTON — The contro- 
versy between residents of the 
Colusa @ircle area and realtor 
Edward Hammonds is expected to 
get another public airing Tuesday 
night when Hammonds’ proposal for 
a new commercial center — which 
would change the face of the circle — 
comes before the Contra Costa 
County Planning Commission. 
Hammonds, who runs Diversified 
Realty Investments Inc. from an of- 
fice overlooking what he hopes to de- 
velop into an office, shop and restau- 
rant complex, has ruriinto opposition 
from a group calling itself Citizens for 
the Betterment of Kensington 
Activists in the group say they have 
collected more than 800signatures on 
a petition which, while supporting 
“revitalization” of the circle, opposes 
Hammonds’ particular plans. 


Their concerns include expecta- 
tions of traffic and congestion prob- 
lems, worries about increased de- 
mand for policing, and the feeling 
that the project would change the 
nature of the surrounding residential 
community. 

Nearly all of the project area has 
retail zoning, but one lot is zoned res- 
idential and the project would require 
demolishing the house which now 
stands there. 

Opponents have cited this feature 
as a threat to the preservation of the 
residential area, saying it could have 
.a “domino” effect if approved. 

Hammonds, meanwhile, maintains 
he is trying to be sensitive to the en- 
vironment and responsive to local 
desires, 

He and his architect, Barry Elba- 
sani of the ELS Design Group in

Winners go to fair

Among the local science troops are West County 
students whose projects wilt soon be considered for honors 
yen, the Bay Area Science Fair at the California Academy of 
Sciences in San Francisco’s Golden Gate Park. 

Although budget cuts have reduced the number of sci- 
ence classes this year, school officials say the quality of 
projects remains high though the quantity is down. This 
year’s projects included experiments in genetics, insulation 
efficency, microwave cooking and the effects of music on 
plants. 

Fifteen projects by West County students were on 
display last week at the Richmond school district's Second- 
_ ary Science Show, but the display was a far cry from years 
past when an annual West County Science Fair was held 
prior to the San Francisco show. 

“There was no fair this year,” said Hal Magarian, 
director of this year’s science show. “There were not 
enough projects with the S-period day. We usually get 
about 100 entries.” 

At Adams Junior High, for example, vice-principal 
Jim Reno said only three science classes are offered this 
year, as opposed to seven in the past. And the students 
must choose between computers, foreign languages and gci- 
ence for their elective class. , 

One student who chose science was Ross Okamura of 
El Cerrito. For his project, he spent five months breeding 
fruit flies with different traits and calculating the probabi- 
lities of the traits showing up in successive generations. /~ 

While most of the projects involved at least Scio 


weeks of work, Marni Payne of Pinole Junior High School 
found herself with only two days left and no idea for a

“I was going to grow crystal gardens in different parts 
of the house,” Marni said, “but I never got the materials I 
needed,” 

Her mother came to the rescue with an idea to com- 
pare microwave and conventional cooking. Late that night, 
Marni got to work in the kitchen of her Hercules home. 

“T got home late and started cooking everything,” ex- 
plained Marni. 

She whipped up two batches of rolls, eggs and carrots, 
cooking one in the microwave and the other in a conven- 
tional stove. 

“My dad tasted it,” Marni said, “and told me what he 
thought of it.” 

When the taste test results were in, the only micro- 
wave winner was carrots. Microwave rolls were “terrible - 
hard as a rock.” Regular eggs “looked great, tasted 
great.” 

So, Marni said, her hypothesis that ‘quick cooking 
makes food worse was borne out. Nonetheless, the 12- 
year-old researcher said she is not contemplating a career 
in science. 

Tina Hirtle, Marni’s classmate, also took a tip from 
mom when looking for an idea. Her mother did a handwrit- 
ing analysis project years ago, so Tina decided to do like- 
wise. 

After preparing a questionnaire, Tina asked her class- 
mates to check off the traits which described themselves, 
such as shy, conceited and outgoing. 

She also asked each participant for an old assignment 
and compared these with samples in books about grapho- 
logy, the study of personality through handwriting analysis. 
She then compared the admitted traits with those revealed 
in the writing styles. 

“What I read in the book was a more accurate de- 
scription of my friends than the questionnaire,” said the 
13-year-old Pinole resident. 

Boys, however, were more likely to describe them- 
selves correctly than girls were, she discovered. But she 
admits her research only scratched the surface. 

“T was sort of getting into graphology,” she says, “but 
not very far.” 

Meanwhile, Ross Okamura was busy breeding fruit 
flies. His mother, too, had once done a similar project. 
From his project, he learned to predict rather accurately 


what percentage would have small as opposed to normal 
wings, as well as whether the flies’ eyes would be red or 
white. 

“My predictions were not always perfect,’ Okamura 
wrote in his conclusions. ‘“‘However, my charts showed I 
came very close.”’ 

He also learned that flies often escape from jars and 
“it’s a real mess.” 

“T wouldn’t do it again,” said the Adams Junior High 
eighth grader. “It was hard, and I had to check the jars 
every eight hours. 

“T hope I win,” he said. 

“I do too,” said Dmitri Mehlhorn, a seventh grade 
student at Adams. 

For his project, Mehlhorn used his home computer to

Ryan of St. Joseph’s Catholic Church in Pinole; and Con- 
gressman George Miller, speaking,*hrough his aide Tint 
Outman, all urged the board to ‘eject the curriculum. 

They agreed that the program avoids the full horror of 
nuclear war and does not déal with ways to avoid conflict. 
FEMA, they said, prepafed the curriculum to lull students 
into an acceptance of nuclear war and fails to tell them that 
there is no valid way to prepare for such an attack. 

Miller’s statement said FEMA is “the same outfit that 
said we could schedule an evacuation of the Bay Area by 
using even-odd license plates. FEMA also recommends 
that after a nuclear war, you take two aspirins every couple 
of hours to treat radiation sickness.” 

Ernie Ciarrocchi, executive director of the United 


Teachers of Richmond, said his group brought the issue to 
the board because ‘‘we are involved with issues other than 
bread and butter.” ; 

“The government has no business writing this curricu- 
lum,” Ciarrocchi said and noted the waste of tax dollars in 
a time of shrinking resources in education. 

Board member Goy Fuller said, “I am amazed at the 
turn of events tonight. We could close our eyes and believe 
we are in Berkeley.” But Fuller said he would vote for the 
resolution because he opposes federal intevention in local 
school affairs. 

Board member Eddis Harrison said she visited Hiro- 
shima on a Girl Scout tour in 1949 and she has never for- 
gotten the devastation. “We can’t pretend this is a tolerable 
and surviveable situation,” she said. 

Harrison proposed the resolution which said nuclear 
war “is not likely to be surviveable,” and the curriculum 
“encourages students to make wrong judgments concern- 
ing their ability to survive as well as unrealistic political 
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compare programming methods to find the best way to 
come up with an advanced version of the game, “Dungeons 
and Dragons.” 

Four programs were written and compared for speed 
and fewest bugs. 

“T learned if you want to do it really fast,” he said, 
“don’t do it any organized way, Just do it as each thought 
comes to you.” 

Gonzalo Moreno’s project came to him while he was 
watching ‘You Asked For It” on television. ’ 

“A man in England raised giant tomatoes by playing 
music for them,” he said. 

So Moreno planted two pea plants, set up the speakers 
and was ready to go. But a minor dispute arose with his 
father, who works as a bilingual counselor at Downer Jr. 
High in San Pablo where Gonzalo goes to school. 

“I wanted to play rock music,” -the young scientist 
said, “‘but my dad wanted me to play classical.”” 

Father knew best, said the 12-year-old, ‘and I settled 
for classical.” iE 

The results, he said, were obvious after several weeks. 
“All you had to do was look at them and you could see the 
difference.” 

After five weeks, the musical plant was 5 inches tall, 
while the other one had grown just 3 inches. 

“There was a lot more leaf growth, and the stems were 
thicker on the one with music,” Moreno said.s . 

Research by the young scientists delved into a number 
of other areas as well: 

© Huy Lai compared the evaporation rate of water and 
found that darker colors draw more heat and cause water to 
evaporate faster. The Adams Jr, High student said his 
project had applications to solar energy. 

© Three different kinds of insulation were compared 
by Jason Schilling, and the seventh grader from Adams was 
surprised to find fiberglass insulated better than rock wool 
and cellulose. He thought cellulose would be the most ef- 
ficient. -" 

@ Sarah Irvin surveyed classmates at Adams and found 
most of them did better on tests in the morning than in the 
evening. She said she conducted the experiment to find the 
best time to do her schoolwork. 

@ Henry Chao poured ink into water to see how it 
would diffuse. Even in still water, the ink thinned out uni- 
formly, which he said showed how polluting chemicals dis- 
perse in water. 

@ Seymour Liao conducted tests to see which kind of 
roof shape would be warmest in the winter, or coolest in 
the winter. His own flat-roofed house seems stuffy, he said, 
and his tests showed houses with sharply-peaked roofs are 
cooler while flat ones retain heat better. 

The students’ projects will join more than 300 other 
projects from junior and senior high schools throughout the 
Bay Area in the San Francisco fair from March 26 - 30. 

The top prize for junior high school students is a cam- 
era and a savings bond, said Bill Tobin, assistant director of 
the fair. West County students often win a number of first 
prizes at the fair, Tobin said, which is now in its 30th 
year. 

“We've got a good record,” said Tobin, a science 
teacher at El Cerrito High School.

- Colusa traffic: 
not a problem 


KENSINGTON — A traffic study prepared for Con- 
tra Costa County planners has concluded that the com- 
mercial development of Colusa Circle proposed by Edward 
Hammonds would not bring insurmountable traffic or 
parking problems to the area. 

The study, conducted by Wilbur Smith and Associates 
Inc. of San Francisco at Hammonds’ expense, identified 
several problems in Hammonds’ initial plans — some of 
which the developer and his architect have addressed in 
modified plans: 

© The study found that installation of a rotary circle 
would hamper ‘“‘safe and efficient flow of vehicles.” A more 
desirable alternative would be reconfiguration of the 
streets to replace the six-leg intersection with a more con- 
ventional four-way one. A less desirable alternative would 
be an oval rather than circular central island. 

The lastest plans eliminate the rotary but do not call 
for realigning the streets. However, civil engineer Francis 
Lee of the county Public Works Department said his de- 
partment is recommending the circle be redesigned in ac- 
cordance with the consultants’ report “for purposes of pe- 
destrian as well as driver safety.” 

@ The study found that diagonal parking on the east 
side of Santa Fe Avenue would be unsafe for cars pulling in 
and out of traffic unless the developer widened the street to 
occupy six additional feet of his right-of-way. The latest 
plans incorporate this change. 

© The study found provisions for off-street parking in 
the original plans inadequate, sayng peak demand for 
parking would exceed supply by 15 spaces during weekday 
noon periods and four spaces during weekday evenings. 
However, 16 additional spaces provided by diagonal park- 
ing on one side of Santa Fe and Oak View Avenues would 
eliminate the deficiency. 

The plans have been revised to require less parking 
and provide some additional spaces. 

© The study found that the impact of converting the 
east leg of Oak View Avenue to one-way going out of the 
circle would be “minimal.” Local residents critical of the . 
project fear this feature would add to traffic congestion in 
the area. 
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the central county. 

Both districts have agreed to con- 
sider consolidation as EBMUD cur- 
rently has rights to more water than 
its 1.2 million customers use, and 
Contra Costa’s 300,000 customers 
often receive water with high salt 
levels. Discussion of cooperation has 
ranged from outright merger to 
EBMUD selling water to Contra 


Costa by contract. 

The directors reached consensus 
on the general organization of the 
study and agreed to find an indepen- 
dent consultant to conduct it. But 
they differed on the content of the 
study and did not set a date for its

completion. 

The cost of the study will be split 
by the two districts. Should either 
district decide to study items of spe- 
cial interest, such as municipal water 
systems, it would pay the entire cost 
of that project itself. 

Although there were differences, 
the directors were satisfied that 
progress was made. 

“T think it was constructive,” said 
Helen Burke, who represents Berke- 
ley-El Cerrito on the EBMUD board. 
“We took the first steps toward de- 
veloping consensus, and our differ- 
ences are not insurmountable.” 

One outstanding issue cited by 
Burke is the selection of a mediator 
to resolve conflicts between the two- 
boards as the study progresses.

Fletcher’s lawyer, Frederick Koyle, 
regarded the award as a vindication 
of his client’s position because it 
found that the two officers “were re- 
sponsible for beating him up.” 

“My client believed and continues 
to believe that the officers had no 
business being where they were when 
they were and doing what they did to 
him,” Koyle said. 

While the amount of the award was 
relatively small, “the point has been 
made,” he said. 

The defense lawyers emphasized 
that the arbitrator’s ruling did not 
amount to a judgment of guilt — and 
Koyle agreed, saying guilt is a crimi- 
nal concept and this was a civil case. 

“It’s simply a finding by the arbi- 
trator that Fletcher was injured in 
some fashion by the conduct of the 
two officers, and that that conduct 
was not entirely privileged or pro- 
tected by the fact that they were po-

Berkeley, \ already have made some 
modificatiGns to the original plans in 
an effort to. mollify critics. 

The project would be built on three 
roughly triafigular sites now domin- 
ated by ie abandoned gas stations 
which even Opponents of the project 
agree are eyesores. 

Initial plans called for some 33,000 
square feet of retail and commercial 
space, about 23,000 of it new. The 
modifications eliminate 3,500 square 
feet of third-floor office space in the 
tallest structure, a three-story build- 
ing which includes parking on two 
levels. 

The latest plans also include park- 
ing adjustments, with a total of 39 
off-street and 40 on-street parking 
spaces. 

In applying to the county for ap- 
proval of his plans, Hammonds has 
asked to have the entire project site 
designated a Planned Unit Dis- 
trict — meaning the separate parcels 
would be regarded as part of an over- 
all plan. 

He also applied for rezoning of the 
lot with the house, although the re- 
duction of the three-story structure 
may mean he needs only a land-use 
permit to put parking there. 

Hammonds recently changd his 
“phasing plan,”’ with construction 
proceeding in four phases rather than 
three. The purpose of this change is 
“to allow for more orderly evolution 
of the circle and so that the impact of 
each phase could be more carefully 

observed,” he said in an interview 
last week. 

Local businessman Narsai David, 
an outspoken critic of the project, 
said he thought reduction, of the 
three-story building would represent 
a “significant” improvement to the 
design. 

“The impact would not besnearly 
sO severe in terms of visual intensity,” 
said David, who runs a restaurant, 
epicurean shop and catering opera- 
tion on the circle. 


But he added that he still was con- ~ 


cerned about potential parking prob- 
lems and the fact that the develop- 


ment would knock down three large 


\, trees. 


None of the changes have placated 
Citizens for the Betterment of Ken- 
sington, and the group has appealed 
to county planning staff, so far with- 


out success, to oppose the project. 

“Much of our complaint. now is 
against the county as well,” said Inez 
Hennix, a spokeswoman for the 
group. “They’re just not showing 
much dedication to the people,” she 
asserted, 

Hennix said the group probably 
would turn out in force at Tuesday’s 
hearing. She also said that, if the 
project is approved by the Planning 
Commission and subsequently by the 
Board of Supervisors, the group may 
take legal action! 

Hammonds, who recently met with 
the citizens’ group, said he is not 
quite sure what the detractors want 
since they have not presented a con- 
crete alternative to his plans. 


“We’re not talking about a very 
large-scale development,” he said, 
adding that his project is three- 
fourths the size of the North Berkeley 
Centre at Cedar and Shattuck, spread 
over three sites rather than one and 
with a good deal more parking. 

He dismissed the group’s concerns 
about demolition of the house, saying

Today’s hand looks like 
pure whimsy. It would be 
except that it appeared in an 
important pair game some 
10 years ago. The bidding 


was spirited, indeed. Most of 
the time East wound up 
going down at some doubled 
spade contract with the 
defense taking their four 
aces. But a few South plays 
ers struggled unsuccessfully 
at six hearts. 

The king of diamonds was 
always led. South would ruff 
a diamond, and after noting 
the 4-1 break, would aban- 
don diamonds and try to get 
two club ruffs. He couldn't 
since West was always able 
to score his jack of trumps. 

Actually, six hearts was 
unbeatable after the dia- 
mond opening, but we really 
can’t fault the South players 
who missed the winrfing line. 

South would lead a low 
heart after ruffing a small 
diamond with the trump 10. 
West could do nothing better 
than to take his jack and 
lead back his eight. Howev- 
er, South would now be in 
control. He would win with 
dummy’s nine and ruff 
another diamond high. Then 
it would be back to dummy 
with the trump six for a 
third diamond ruff. The last 
three diamonds would now 
be good. The ace of spades 
would be an entry and the 
slam would score.
